BE SURE OF WHEN 
TO VACCINATE

far A nim ol H ealth 
'Hiere is a right time and a wrong 
time to vaccinate pigs against hog 
chnlcra. Failure to recognize this 
fact may cause the hog raiser costly 
losses. 
The most dependable time to vac­ 
cinate is about two to four weeks 
after weaning. The pigs then do 
not require so large a dose of serum 
and virus, and if they are given the 
"double-treatment’’, the immunity 
against cholera will generally last 
throughout their lifetime. 
Sometimes, when there is cholera 
danger in the vicinity, it may be­ 
come necessary to vaccinate before 
the pigs are weaned. In this case, 
they should he left with the sows at 
least two weeks longer. This pre­ 
vents the pigs being doubly-weak­ 
ened by going through both wean­ 
ing and vaccination at the same 
time. 
Above all, pigs should be in a 
healthy condition when vaccinated. 
Enteritis is one of the most common 
causes of losses, following vaccina­ 
tion. It should he definitely deter­ 
mined that this condition is not 
present in the swine before they 
are vaccinated. 
Wormy pigs are a had risk to 
vaccinate. 
The same is true of 
swine which are badly infested with 
mange. These conditions should be 
cleared up before immunization ia 
attempted. 
Of course, it is difficult for tho 
layman at any time to tell with cer­ 
tainty, whether his hogs are in con­ 
dition to undergo vaccination. Somo 
symptons are obscure and can bo 
recognized only by the trained eye 
of the veterinarian. That is why it 
is always best to have a veteri­ 
narian go over a herd thoroughly, 
before vaccination is attempted. Ho 
can help put the hogs in condition, 
if they are not up to par. A check­ 
up of this kind is the best insurance 
against unnecessary losses. 
Only a veterinarian should be en­ 
trusted with the vaccination itself. 
For any layman to attempt it is to 
take a big chance with a valuable 
herd of hogs. Once the treatment 
has been given by a veterinarian 
the farmer knows that his hogs are 
really immune from cholera, and 
that is what he wants, after all.

British Boy Scout's “good turn” 
tg pn American publisher in 1909 
led to the establishment of 
the 
Boy Scouts of America. 
The late William D. Boyce, Chi­

his errands in London on a foggy 
day before sailing for home when 
he lost his way. The nearest pas­ 
serby of whom he sought help was 
a boy who politely 
offered 
to

When that point was reach­ 
ed the boy refused a tip for his 
trouble, saying that he was a Boy 
Scout and that Boy Scouts do not 
take tips for doing “good turns”.
